Chancellor mandates 
sexual assault training 


All CSULB students and faculty will 
be required to watch “Not Any More” 
program.

Cal State University Long Beach students will not be able to 
register for classes in spring of 2015 until they complete some 
formal training about sexual harassment and assault, which has 
been required by the CSU Chancellor’s office. 

Larisa Hamada, the Title IX director at Cal State University 
Long Beach, said CSULB students could expect to receive an 
instructional email in November. 

The CSU Chancellor’s office has provided two general train- 
ing programs for CSU’s to choose from. Hamada said that 
CSULB had to choose one of these two programs and tailor it 
to the campus’ specific needs, such as specific contact informa- 
tion on different outreach programs and resources available to 
students. 

CSULB chose a training option that will consist of a 30 to 40 
minute video from the “Not Any More” program offered by the 
CSU Chancellor’s office. It will discuss definitions of sexual 
consent, harassment versus assault and various resources and 
outreach programs for victims, Hamada said. 

“(The training] will help students understand the university 
takes these matters seriously,” Hamada said. 

Jeff Klaus, the associate vice president and dean of students

for student services, said students will be expected to complete 
the training by spring 2015. Registration holds will be placed on 
student accounts until the training is completed. 

Starting fall of 2015, the training will be a part of Student 
Orientation & Services (S.O.A.R.) to educate all incoming stu- 
dents, Hamada said. 

The training video is in compliance with the campus Sexual 
Violence Elimination (SaVE) Act, passed May 2014, and the 
Violence Against Women Act that was reauthorized in March 
2013. The training does not incorporate SB 967, or “Yes Means 
Yes,” but it may in the near future, Hamada said. 

Before students receive instructions about the training, all 
supervisory staff must go through a two-hour training program. 
Non-supervisory staff, such as professors and lecturers, will be 
trained with a program video from the CSU Chancellor’s office 
called “Law Room.” If any students have any inquiries, the staff 
will be well equipped to help, Hamada Said.

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“Actually, I wouldn’t say I know too much about what re- 
sources our campus has to offer students that are victims of 
harassment or assault,” Scott Fagan, a senior kinesiology stu- 
dent, said. 

Hamada said she hopes the training will build a strong net- 
work that prevents sexual violence and provides a safe way for 
students to get help by educating staff and students. 

Klaus said there have been a lot of changes in regulations, 
laws about harassment and consent, nationwide and statewide 
that students may not be aware of. 

“There can always be more information presented, regardless 
of if it is happening on campus,” sophomore journalism major 
Kayce Contatone said. “Everyone should know these things.” 

The Title IX department will be working with student en- 
rollment to track which students have or have not completed 
the training, and the President’s Commission on the Status of 
Women (PCSW) will help with instructional correspondence to 
students, Hamada said. 

Trying to get over 30,000 students through a new training 
program is a “big deal,” Hamada said. She said she hopes stu- 
dents don’t take it lightly because “even if you don’t need the 
assistance, you may be able to help a friend one day.” 

“Students and faculty also need to know how they can help 
someone by preventing sexual violence as a bystander interven- 
ing in a situation or providing non-judgmental support after a 
situation already occurred,” Hamada said. 

Klaus said he expects there to be some struggles implement- 
ing the training because it is the first year, but the system will 
be in place as the school moves forward. 

“At the end of the day, educating students and faculty about 
this can only be a positive thing,” Klaus said.

Vatican official: Recognizing gay couples’ rights ‘a matter of decency’ 


VATICAN CITY — A Vatican official on 
Monday made an unusually outspoken overture 
towards gay rights, as he backed the recogni- 
tion of same-sex partnerships, on condition that 
they are clearly distinguished from heterosexual 
marriages. 

“The Church is against the use of the same 
terminology” for homosexual and heterosexual 
unions, Monsignor Bruno Forte said in a news 
briefing. 

“Having said this, it seems clear to me that 
human beings involved in various experiences 
have rights that must be protected,” Forte added, 
referring to same-sex couples. 

“The issue is to avoid any blunt, even semanti- 
cal equation, but obviously this does not at all 
mean that we should then exclude even the search 
for a possible codification of rights that can be 
granted to people living in a homosexual union,” 
the prelate said. 

“T think it is a matter of decency and respect of

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people’s dignity,” he concluded. 

Forte is the secretary of the synod, a special 
Oct. 5-19 meeting of 191 bishops, cardinals and 
other senior priests discussing how Catholic 
Church teachings on issues like marriage, divorce 
and homosexuality can be reconciled with mod- 
ern lifestyles. 

Monday saw the publication of a report sum- 
ming up the first week of discussions. 

“What rang out clearly ... was the necessity 
for courageous pastoral choices,” Cardinal Peter 
Erdo wrote in the report. 

Synod participants reaffirmed that “unions 
between people of the same sex cannot be consid- 
ered on the same footing as matrimony between 
men and women,” Erdo said, recalling “the moral 
problems connected to homosexual unions.” 

But he also noted “that there are cases (of 
gay unions) in which mutual aid to the point of 
sacrifice constitutes a precious support in the life 
of partners,” and stressed that children raised by 
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same-sex couples should never be discriminated 
against. 

On Sunday, Italian Cardinal Angelo Scola said 
the Catholic Church needed to rethink its attitude 
towards gay people. 

“It is unquestionable that we have been slow 
in adopting a stance that is fully respectful of the 
dignity and equality of homosexual persons,” 
Scola, who is seen as a conservative, told La 
Repubblica newspaper. 

The run-up to the synod was dominated by 
conservative and progressive cardinals spar- 
ring bitterly over whether a ban on remarried 
divorcees taking communion should be softened, 
for example, by allowing them into the rite after a 
period of penance. 

Erdo specified that under the reform propos- 
als, the communion ban for remarried divorcees 
would not be scrapped in “general,” but only 
“on a case-by-case basis, according to a law of 
gradualness.” 


He also said “various” synod participants 
spoke in favor of making marriage annulments 
__an expensive and cumbersome procedure that 
allows Catholics to get out of a religious marriage 
_ “more accessible and flexible.” 

After holding a general debate last week, bish- 
ops and cardinals were due to meet in separate 
working groups over the next few days, to draft a 
final document to be unveiled on Saturday. 

It was expected to serve as the base for a 
second synod in a year’s time, which is to submit 
reform proposals for the final approval of Pope 
Francis, who decided to initiate the debate on 
family issues. 

The Vatican summit is scheduled to end on 
Sunday with the beatification of Paul VI, tak- 
ing him one step away from sainthood. The 
1963-1978 pope is remembered for leading the 
reformist Second Vatican Council, but also for his 
rejection of all forms of artificial birth control.

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Tough schedule takes toll on 49ers

LBSU played four 
games, including two 
double overtime games, 
within nine days. 


The last several games have shown a troubling 
trend for the Long Beach State women’s soccer 
team and head coach Mauricio Ingrassia. 

The 49ers are making a habit of coming out 
sloppy and lethargic in the first half of games. For 
large portions of the first 45 minutes, LBSU has 
looked disorganized and exhausted, as if it were 
playing the second game of the doubleheader. 

This isn’t something new. Winning games 
masked slow starts early in the season, with con- 
secutive comeback home wins against Georgia and 
Denver highlighting one of their best stretches. 

Now it’s catching up to them. They’re no lon- 
ger able to muster enough energy to win games 
in the second half. They can still come back from 
one-goal deficits, like they did last Sunday night 
against UC Irvine. But every time, it’s becoming a 
little bit harder. 

A major reason for the 49ers’ first half struggles 
is their brutal travel schedule. It began last month 
with a trip to Provo, Utah to play BYU. Just two 
days after the Saturday night game, they were back 
home playing Wake Forest. Four days later, they 
traveled across the country to Florida to play the 
University of Central Florida and Florida Interna- 
tional. 

The 49ers haven’t responded well to the Florida 
trip. They have gone 1-2-2 in five matches since, the 
low-point being a 3-0 loss to Cal Poly to start Big 
West Conference play. 

Now, after playing four games in the last nine 
days, the 49ers will fly to Hawaii for a Thursday 
night game before returning to California to face 
UC Davis in Sacramento on Sunday. 

It’s not just the travel that has worn down the 
49ers. The 49ers entered the season with the tough- 
est schedule among Big West opponents, with 2013

NCAA Championship third-rounder Wake For- 
est, Southern California, No. 21 Georgia and No. 
40 Georgetown included in their non-conference 
schedule. 

Ingrassia says the schedule is what it is, but he 
was visibly frustrated with other conference op- 
ponents playing softer schedules. He made a point 
after Sunday night’s game to let reporters know 
that it was only UCI’s second game in the last two 
weeks. 

“This was two teams on different physical lev- 
els,” Ingrassia said. 

This is the schedule Ingrassia chose, though. 
It makes sense to want to play the toughest non- 


conference opponents, hoping that a few good 
wins can secure a spot in the NCAA Tournament 
if they were to falter in the Big West Tournament. 
But the lack of recovery time between games has 
puta strain on his team that they haven’t been able 
to overcome. 

Still, this isn’t a challenge Ingrassia and his 
players are going to back down from. Already they 
are looking forward to facing conference-leading 


‘Cal State Northridge in their last home game of 


the season. 

“We got to get through that,” Ingrassia said. 
“That’s going to be a huge challenge for us, but I 
think one we'll be excited for.”

Construction of new $3.4 million track facility in progress 


The process of building 
the 49ers’ new track 
began in September, 
and it is expected to be 
finished in May 2015.

The last time Long Beach State’s track and 
field team competed on its home turf was eight 
years ago. In 2005, the team was forced to per- 
form at Cerritos Community College because 
the LBSU facility was deemed inadequate to 
host meets. 

Track and field/cross country head coach Andy 


Sythe said his team won't have to wait another year 
for a proper track. The eight-month construction 
process of building the Beach’s brand new $3.4 
million track and field facility began on Sept. 8, 
and is expected to be ready in May 2015. 

After dealing with a run-down track for more 
than half of his 25-year tenure, Sythe looks for- 
ward to this new development that will allow his 
team to reach its maximum potential. 

“In the NCAA, everything is about performance 
for track,” Sythe said. “You have to hit a standard, 
run a fast time and the fastest advance. When you 
get to national championships, everything’s based 
on head-to-head competition. So where we go and 
compete has everything to do with our abilities 
to advance to the national championships, so we 
want a facility that can actually utilize the wind 
versus work against us.” 

Ohno Constuction Company, a company that 
has worked on the Seattle Seahawks’ Centu- 


ryLink Field and UCLA’s Spaulding Field, took 
over Jack Rose Stadium at LBSU and is contract- 
ed for $3.4 million, assistant athletic director 
Roger Kirk said. 

Funds will come from campus reserves, which 
are cumulative unspent operating dollars that 
consist of state funds and/or campus revenues 
(deferred equipment purchases, salary and benefit 
savings due to vacant positions, utility savings, 
etc), associate vice president of budget and univer- 
sity services Ted Kadowaki said. 

Sythe said he believes that the new installment 
will benefit, not only students and athletes, but 
also the campus as a whole through ticket sales, 
opportunities for kinesiology students to practice 
and a place for athletes to train and be supported 
during competition on a field they can call their 
own. 

This facility will be open to the public, includ- 
ing students and faculty members, and some stu- 


dents having mixed feelings about the new addi- 
tion. 

“If we have our own field, more people would 
come here and we would make more money with 
ticket sales and selling food and merchandise...” 
junior economics major Rosa Citraro said. 

Senior mechanical engineering majors Stephen 
Vargas and Larry Cifuentas said they wouldn't 
ever utilize the field since the recreation center al- 
ready has an indoor track. 

Junior economics major Nick Sybirski said he 
prefers running outdoors, and he believes the team 
deserves this gift. 

“If I came to this school for a scholarship, I 
wouldn’t come here knowing I'd have to practice 
somewhere else,” Sybirski said. “If we have a track 
and field team, they should have the best track 
and field. I don’t see why they wouldn't, especially 
when the other sports on campus have everything 
they need.”
